Soviet Bloc In 
J.N. Develops 
New Boycott 


Refuses To Give 
Recognition To 
Secretary Lie

LAKE SUCCESS, N. Y., Feb. 6. 
The Soviet bloc instituted a new 
kind of boycott against U. N. to­ 
day by refusing to recognize Sec­ 
retary General Trygve Lie. 
Peiping’s Foreign M inister Chou 
En-Lai sent communications to U. 
N. denouncing the assembly’s act­ 
ion in branding Red China an ag­ 
gressor in Korea but he addressed 
each conspicuously to “the office 
of the secretariat”. 
A top U. N. source disclosed at 
the same tim e that since yester­ 
day, all letters received from the 
Soviet bloc have been “very point­ 
edly” addressed to “the office of 
the secretariat”. 
One western spokesman said: 
“It is obviously more than coin­ 
cidence that from the far ends of 
the Iron Curtain lands—from Pei­ 
ping to Moscow through the Bal­ 
kan satellites—the name of Trygve 
Lie as U. N. secretary general is 
suddenly forgotten and U. N. be­ 
comes merely a postoffice address 
at Lake Success.” 
Cause Of Boycott 
The new boycott results from 
Soviet Foreign M inister Vishin- 
sky's bitter opposition last Novem­ 
ber to the extension of Lie’s term 
as secretary general for another 
three years. 
The U. S. led the 
fight for keeping Lie, drawing fire 
from the Soviet bloc that the Nor­ 
wegian diplomat had become an 
American puppet. 
Lie refused comment and said 
recently he is accustomed “to be­

Fifth Atomic 
Blast Occurs 
At Las Vegas 


LAS VEGAS, Nev., Feb. 6 — 
(INS)—Las Vegas was rocked to­ 
day by the fifth and perhaps the 
largest in the series of atomic ex­ 
plosions set off at the Atomic 
Energy Commission Frenchman’s 
Flat Proving Grounds in south­ 
eastern Nevada. 
The terrific, blinding glare of 
the atomic blast lit up the morning 
skies and was followed seconds 
later by the rumbling roar of con­ 
cussion, now familiar to the resi­ 
dents of Las Vegas. 
All of southern Nevada had been 
braced for this morning’s blast for 
the past two days—ever since the 
AEC warned that it would be 
foolish to stand near windows that 
might shatter from the terrific con­ 
cussion 
of the explosive 
being 
tested at Indian Springs, some 75 
miles from Las Vegas. 
The glare from the atomic ex­ 
plosion was visible for hundreds of 
miles. 
Observers timed the explosion 
at 8:47 a. m. EST.

Prmsidmnt Sees 
Need Of Extending 
Aid To Europeans

WASHINGTON. Feb. 6 —Presi­ 
dent Trum an reported today that 
Marshall Plan aid must continue 
to bolster Western Europe's stan­ 
dard of living or European rearma­ 
ment may become “highly unpopu­ 
lar.” 
The President sent to Congress 
a tenth quarterly report on the 
European aid program that de­ 
clared, “Europeans have no quar­ 
rel with the need to rearm, and 
rearm quickly.” But the report 
warned: 
“If the cost of rearmament is to 
sacrifice the economic gains of the 
past two and one-half years, re­ 
armament may become highly un­ 
popular In Western Europe.” 
Must Be Assured 
The Economic Cooperation Ad­ 
ministration e m p h a s i z e d that 
Europe must be assured that the 
free world is “pressing forward 
simultaneously 
w i t h 
the 
still- 
urgent tasks of economic improve­ 
ment” 
while 
making 
adequate 
plans for European defense. 
It reported that Western Europe's 
production in the third quarter of 
1950 hit an all-time peak, one- 
third above the prewar level and 
13 per cent above the previous 
year. 
The 
report 
said 
“remarkable 
progress” under the Marshall Plan 
made it possible for Europe to un­ 
dertake the rearmament necessary 
to resist the Communist threat.

If you hear the fire sirens blow­ 
ing like mad Saturday afternoon 
and Sunday afternoon, don’t look 
for the fire equipment. 
That is if the siren blasts are 
the ones we’re about to describe. 
First you will hear three short 
blasts and then a long three min­ 
ute blast. This will be a test alert 
t>f approaching planes. Later you 
will hear a blast, a two minute 
rest, another blast, another two 
minute rest and then a third blast. 
This will be the all clear signal. 
Fire calls are blown with an 
ascending tone by the volunteer 
companies in the rural districts. 
In New Castle the old fire siren 
will be mounted at the Grasselli 
chemical plant. 


Paris Paper Says 
Radioactive Clouds 
Carried To Russia

Paris newspaper Le Monde said 
today that radioactive clouds from 
the atomic, explosions in Nevada 
reportedly have been carried as 
far east as Russia. 
The newspaper said if this is 
S0j Soviet physicists would have 
been able to obtain information 
regarding the American nuclear 
explosions. It added: 
It seems that if Russian ob­ 
servers

atoms from Nevada they would be 
able to conclude primarily that 
projectiles fired on the new Amer 
ican shooting range are not simply 
a bluff.”

Congressmen 
Are Divided 
On Tax Setup

WASHINGTON, Feb. 6 —Presi­ 
dent T r u m a n ’ s fiscal experts 
worked today on new tax increases 
while Congress reeled under the 
impact of the 10 billion dollar rev­ 
enue boost already requested. 
Although the blow was not un­ 
expected, it nevertheless left the 
25-member, H o u s e W a y s and 
Means committee indecisive over 
future action after hearing Trea­ 
sury Secretary Snyder outline the 
program. 
Snyder made it plain that his 
experts are already working on the 
second installm ent” in the ad­ 
m inistration’s tax program. It is 
designed to bring in still another 
6.5 billion dollars to close the gap 
in an estimated 16.5 billion dollar 
deficit for the 1952 fiscal year 
which begins July 1. 
Committee Divided 
Snyder’s 
recommendations 
on 
how to raise the 10 billion dollars 
left the committee sharply divided. 
There was no unanimity on any of 
his proposals which called for in­ 
creases of four billion dollars in 
individual income taxes and three 
billion each in corporation and ex­ 
cise levies. 
Snyder’s frank admission that 
most 
of 
the 
corporation 
taxes 
would probably he passed on to 
the consumer did not make them 
more palatable because it meant 
that practically the entire 10 bil 
lion dollars would have to be paid 
by the individual taxpayer.

In an unusual fire fought Mon­

In addition to badly dam­ 
aging the fire extinguisher, a large 
amount of hose was destroyed 
along with other materials with 
total damage estimated at $500. 
Theo Speeck, manager of the Oil 
Company, remained on the job 
after the fire to see that it did not 
break out again. After he left the 
scene, the firemen were recalled 
to the property, a short distance 
away from the East New Castle 
station, at 2:30 a. m. as the fire had 
started again. 
The building was 
stripped and everything taken out 
by firemen to prevent any further 
damage. 
Had the fire spread, firemen re­ 
port, much damage would have oc­ 
curred to property in the district, 
due to the large amount of gasoline 
stored in the adjacent tanks.

Report Latest 
Russian Note 
Lett Door Open

6—Authoritative 
diplomatic sources said today that 
the latest Russian note delivered 
to the western powers still leaves 
the door open for a big four con­ 
ference but asks for further “clar­ 
ification” of what should be dis­ 
cussed. 
These sources say that the note, 
which was delivered in Moscow 
yesterday to diplomatic represent­ 
atives of the U. S., Great Britain 
and 
France, 
serves 
notice that 
Russia does not want the problem 
of Germany to become a bargain­ 
ing weapon. 
The Soviets still maintained, ac­ 
cording to these sources, that the 
problem of Germany and the pro­ 
posed 
rearmament 
of 
western 
Germany are important enough to 
be 
considered 
separately 
from 
other questions. 
At the same time the note sup­ 
posedly asks—in effect—just what 
the western powers have in mind 
when they ask the agenda of such 
a meeting be broadened. 
Implication Seen 
The implication is that Russia 
does not cletorly understand what 
topics should be taken up and 
wants the westerners to spell out 
the details. 
(The latest note from Moscow 
is the fifth in a series that started 
on November 3 when Russia pro­ 
posed a big four discussion that 
would be limited to Germany only.

Thousands More 
Resisting Reds 
Are Knocked Out 


Armored Columns 
Make Another Dash 
Along Wide Front

TOKYO, Feb. «. — United 
Nations troops rammed within 
25 miles of Korea’s 38th Paral­ 
lel today in a five-mile north­ 
ward push up the east flank of 
an offensive that knocked out 
more thousands of resisting 
Red soldiers. 
On the west wing of the 
crushing drive along a 65-mile 
front, tank-powered American 
armored columns drove into 
and,through Anyang, seven 
miles south of Seoul, for a sec­ 
ond time in two days. 
They pulled back at dusk Tues­ 
day for the usual overnight stand 
after engaging in battles north and 
west of Anyang with reinforced 
Chinese units using self-propelled 
artillery, anti-tank guns and other 
weapons. 
As the enemy’s manpower losses 
neared 60.000 for the 13 day* since 
the UN offensive began, front-line 
intelligence 
officers 
said 
two 
American 
armored 
task 
forces 
killed or wounded 1,500 Reds at 
and near Anyang Tuesday. These 
included some 800 dead. 
U. N. Casualties Light 
A late dispatch from the blazing 
west sector said the day’s UN 
casualties were “light by compari* 
with

which included many additional 
hundreds mowed down by allied 
artillery and aircraft. 
Thousands of Chinese troops in 
the hills overlooking Seoul from 
the south faced possible entrap­ 
ment within the jaws of allied 
pincers punching north along the 
west and central sectors. In tha 
latter area, allied troops threat­ 
ened an Important road stretching

from Seoul. 
UN forces, smashing into tha

Judd <R' Minn., urged that 
full use be made of all anti-com­ 
munist forces m Asia against the 
Chinese communists in Korea. 
Action Too Late 
Sen. Bridges <R> N. H„ charged 
that the administration issued its 
price control order too late and 
then put one out “full of loop­ 
holes and exceptions". 
He de­ 
nounced “wild-eyed federal spend­ 
ing" and said the “first and fore- 


most control needed in America 
today is control of the Truman 
administration". 
Sen. Nixon <R> Calif., reported 
that the Republicans won in his 
state because the people realized 
the issue was the survival of 
America and “our way of life". 
Rep. Halleck (R) Ind., called for 
“a sound economy at home and a 
definite foreign policy abroad". 
And Chief American Horse, a 
Sioux Indian of Kyle, S. D , said 
“we Indians want Republican ad­ 
ministration”.

Future Role Of Italy 
The future role of Italy in de­ 
fense of a European continent re­ 
arming against the threat of Soviet 
aggression came to the forefront 
of attention today. 
Reports in. Rome that Premier 
Alcide de Gasperi of Italy will 
visit Washington for a conference 
with 
President Truman 
empha­ 
sized the already deep and growing 
feeling amon? the Italian people 
that they have a manifest destiny 
in the world struggle against Com­ 
munist atheism. 
As a matter of record. Italy was 
the first of the continental nations 
to offer visible and tangible mili­ 
tary cooperation almost a matter 
of moments after Gen. Dwight D. 
Eisenhower was dispatched to Eu­ 
rope to study the continent's de­ 
fense potentials. 
Defense Minister Randolfo Pac- 
ciardi announced that Italy had 
three seasoned divisions of crack 
troops prepared to take the field 
at any moment. 
Would Be Available 
He said this force would be 
available to Gen. Eisenhower with­ 
out strings and without reserva­ 
tions. 
And the desire and determina­ 
tion of Italy to participate as fully 
as possible in West European de­ 
fense was not modified by later

But if this winter has not been greatly different meteoro­ 
logically from those of a half century ago, it has been different 
in many other ways. Weather years ago did not have the im­ 
pact upon transportation that it now has. Trains stopped run­ 
ning when snow became too deep, and horse transportation high degree under the leadership 
° 
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was interfered with, but people expected such occurrences 
every winter and were prepared for them. 
There was plenty of food in the cellar and there was no 
danger of starvation if it became inconvenient to dash to the 
nearest store. Today if the average household is cut ott from 
its food suppliers for three days, the cuisine becomes mighty 
limited. 
If electric current was disrupted by a storm in the old 
days, it made little difference to the average citizen whose 
house wasn’t wired anyway. It didn’t shut down his heating 
system, which was hand fired and probably used wood as fuel, 
nor interfere with his refrigeration, which was provided by 
nature. 
The greatest inconvenience caused by weather which 
swept down from the arctic regions, in the old days, was the 
nightly freezing of the pump. Buckets of boiling water were 
required to get it going again in the morning, but this accom­ 
plished life resumed its smooth course and worries were less 
technological than is the case today. 


STILL THE DETERRENT 
The series of nuclear detonations near Las Vegas, Nev., 
point toward an obvious conclusion. Since they were of vary­ 
ing explosive power, American scientists now know how to put 
up atomic materials in packages to produce different effects. 
The atomic bomb has been succeeded, apparently, by a num­ 
ber of atomic weapons. 
This, in the kind of world Americans must live in whether 
they like it or not, must be regarded as good news. The fact 
that American scientists can set off a series of nuclear explo­ 
sions in a period of days is proof that their efforts to learn 
more about atomic energy have been fruitful. It will not re­ 
store the sense of relative security Americans had before it 
was announced that Russia has succeeded in producing an 
atomic bomb. 
Actually, American superiority in the field of atomic 
weapons may be the only thing that stands in the way of a 
direct Russian attack on the free nations. At a recent press 
conference. Air Force Secretary Thomas K. Fineletter drew a 
sharp line between air power that is deterrent to war and air 
power that is chiefly valuable in winning a war after it starts. 
He-said that American long-range aircraft, capable of 
; striking with atomic weapons inside the territory of a poten- 
tial enemy, is a preventive of war. Planes for the support of 
* ground troops are not. 
That was tantamount to an assertion that this country is 
; still relying on its bombers and atomic bombs to deter Russia 
; while it is building up armed strength to match that of the 
• Reds if and when the Kremlin no longer fears America’s 
I stock of atomic bombs. 
But the U. S. now apparently has other nuclear weapons 
I weapons possessing a scope and flexibility not thought of even 
I a year ago. The Russians must weigh this new situation care- 
; fully before they take an irrevocable step.

TALKING, DAWDLING AT 
MEALS 
Many a child from two to eight 
will talk so much at meals that 
he neglects his eating. And when 
two or three of these children do 
so the problem may be harder. 
Now we do want children to 
talk and share in the family con­ 
versation at meals, but when a 
youngster lets his food grow cold 
while he talks on and on his 
mother and father may grow a 
bit agitated. 
Certain Foods 
The whole matter is quite com­ 
plicated 
There may have been 
some earlier resistance to certain 
foods. Suppose you. Mother, have 
been somewhat disturbed at this 
resistance. The talking may ap­ 
pear to you to be his way to avoid 
a disliked food. So you are an­ 
noyed still more at the child and 
may command him angrily to go 
on eating. This also means that 
you incline not to pay attention 
to what the child say*, causing 
him to talk more and more with 
the hope that something he says 
might be heard. And the more 
failure the child sees in his effort 
to be heard the more upset he 
feels emotionally and the poorer 
appetite for food he had. <My 
bulletin, ’ Eating Problems: Their 
Prevention and Correction” may 
be had in a stamped envelope, by 
writing me at 235 East 45th street, 
New York, N. Y.) 
Dear Dr. Myers. Would you be 
able to tell me how to break our 
daughter.

It upsets both my husband and 
myself but he gets angrier than 
I do and scolds her. This upsets 
her and she cannot eat. It s get­ 
ting so that I dread mealtime and 
1 imagine she feels the same way. 
When we tell her without scold­ 
ing that she must stop tanung

Leave The Table 
“Our son, 6, does none of these 
things but we do not call her at­ 
tention to it. We’ve tried making 
her leave the table for a short 
period of time to think it over, 
telling her when she returns that 
if it happens again she’ll have 
to leave and not return for that 
meal. That did no good. We give 
her small amounts of food, so it 
is not that. Her constant talking 
is annoying to everyone and eme 
barrassing when we have guest^

role in defense on the almost mi­ 
raculous manner in which a truly 
militant 
communism 
was 
sent 
down to defeat in Italy. 
Frail in Health 
He h frail in health. He has ex­ 
pressed his desire on numerous oc­ 
casions to retire from active politi­ 
cal life. 
But always he has responded to 
public expressions and the definite 
wish of Italian President Luigi 
Einaudi that he remain in harness 
as the one man politically and 
psychologically capable of keeping 
the situation in hand. 
Gen. Eisenhower’s visit to Eu­ 
rope and the tremendous arms ex­ 
pansion that has followed in Great 
Britain and on the continent have 
touched off the expected Commu­ 
nist drive against the democracies. 
The results are being felt in 
Italy, as well as in France and 
elsew'here. 
But they have been far less ef­ 
fective in their destructive nature 
than anticipated in many sources 
and it has been men like De Gas­ 
peri who by the force of their per­ 
sonalities and the inherent con­ 
servatism of their natures have 
staved off any really menacing 
swerve to the left. 
His anticipated visit to Washing­ 
ton may present to America fresh 
picture of an Italian nation wrhich 
to a major extent has thrown off 
the excesses of fascism and re­ 
verted to the plodding determ ina­ 
tion that first made Rome great.

WASHINGTON, D. C., Feb. 6.—It was getting on toward lunch- 
tirne and only one Senator—Wayne Morse of Oregon—was stUl on duty 
at the Senate manpower hearing when the final witness finished giving 
testimony. It’s too bad that the other subcommittee members—Sena« 
tors Johnson of Texas, Chapman, Kefauver, Hunt, Bridges and Salston- 
stall—had to be elsewhere. They’d have heard enough to make them 
very skeptical about the Defense Department’s ability to handle mili­ 
tary manpower. 
For the witness, William H. Neblett of Los Angeles and Wash­ 
ington said a great deal that needed to be heard, even though some 
of his vehemence had to be discounted. Neblett, a past president of 
the Reserve Officers’ Association, was not an unbiased witness. He 
was a special pleader for the Swiss-type plan of universal citizen— 
soldier training and violently against what he term ed the Prussian- 
type system of a large national army under a powerful, professional 
General Staff. Like all zealots for a pet project, Neblett sometimes 
went off the deep end of prejudice. But on his central argument—that 
the U.S. armed forces are grossly overstaffed at the top levels—he 
was factual and convincing. 
Had Unneeded Staff 
Neblett, who saw field service in both world wars, told how he 
returned to Washington after V-J Day and served as a chair-borne 
Colonel in the legislative-and-liaison division of the Air Force at the 
Pentagon. He had a personal staff of two civilian secretaries and 30- 
odd officers and men. But at no time in two years, said Neblett, did 
he ever have enough work to keep himeslf and one secretary busy. 
No one who knows the Pentagon will have any reason to doubt 
this testimony. At the outbreak of the Korean War we were able to 
collect only 10 skeletonized divisions. But there were enough officers 
with the rank of major and above to staff nearly 40 divisions. The 
weight of brass hats has made our armed services almost comically 
topheavy. And the Pentagon’s method of using the military skills and 
specialties is enough to give any taxpayer the shudders. 
Here's Convenient Example 
As a convenient example, let us take Room 3-E-785 where the 
Pentagon’s very efficient and courteous public information service is 
established. There is a total of 226 persons on duty here, and 91 of 
them are armed services personnel. From their ribbons and insignia, 
many of the men have been to battle and acquitted themselves with 
honor. But from three-star generals down to one-stripe privates, they 
are all doing the sort of paper work which could be done just as well 
—maybe much better—by women and over-aged reservists. 
It will not do to condemn this system out of hand. Pentagon 
spokesmen call it “rotation of duty.” They say that it helps a skilled 
aviator, ship commander or artilleryman to spend some time at desk 
work. It is also true that some of the Pentagon personnel—although 
mostly enlisted men—have recently been sent to more active posts. 
Two of the three non-coms who formerly helped their officers at the 
daily press briefing are now in Korea. Most of the soldier-chauffeurs 
at the motor pool have been replaced by WACs. But there is still an 
enormous amount of displaced skill and do-little brass at these unwar­ 
like jobs. 
Testifies Ratio Is Four To One 
Gen. Marshall has testified that the ratio between paper-pushers 
and gun-totere is four to one. But this only accounts for persons in 
uniform. If we add the number of civilians who work for the Defensa 
Department, the ratio rises to about 10 to 1. 
Let’s face it. What we have at present is a “Mexican” Army—too 
much glittering brass at headquarters and not enough fighting men for 
the line. Pentagon spokesmen are not apt to deny this when pressed 
with the facts, and some of them recently have a new answer. “Anna 
will fix it,” they say. 
They’re referring to Mrs. Anna Rosenberg, the very alert and able 
Assistant Defense Secertary, who’s a manpower efficiency expert. She 
is now busy at trying to sell Congress on the new draft provisions. 
When that’s over, she had better get back to the Pentagon and start 
a real housecleaning.

(Foreward. In the present un­ 
settled condition of the world, the 
possibility of all out war and the 
developm ent of atomic weapons, 
there is a widespread feeling of 
alarm in the minds of most of the 
people in the peace loving world. 
Chief among the fears perhaps 
is that concerning the use of the 
atomic bomb. Hysterical writers 
have pictured a gloomy picture 
of the after effects of the bomb 
but unfortunately many of their 
predictions have been based upon 
nothing 
more 
substantial 
than 
fear. 
As a public service, many news­ 
papers,

The following article is the first 
of a series of six such articles 
th e New C astle News will publish.

atomic 
energy which they have learned 
from first hand associatioh w ith 
th e scientists.) 


Since th e dawn of civilization, 
m an has constantly striven to ad­ 
vance his own interests through 
invention and discovery of labor 
saving devices, and m edical prep­ 
arations th at would allay pain and 
prolong life. 
Usually the developm ent of a 
lab o r saving device or a prepara­ 
tion th at would make life m ore 
livable 
or 
interesting

m eant the developm ent of some­ 
thing th at would kill people. 
W hen the ancient savage de­ 
vised his first bow and arrow it 
was a step tow ards the elim ina­ 
tion of danger in procuring his 
m eat. Instead of grapping with a 
m eat anim al w ith a stone club he 
could stand off at a distance and 
«hoot the animal. 
Handy of course, but shortly he 
found he could also kill his enem y 
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with much more neatness and dis­ 
patch. When the ancient Chinese 
discovered gunpowder it provided 
them with fireworks that enter­ 
tained the populace, but it also 
provided a method of propulsion 
of lethal slugs. 
Nobel made it easier to move 
masses of rock and earth when he 
developed gunpowder but it also 
gave the first military to use it 
an edge in blowing up the forts 
of the enemy. 
Atomic Energy 
So it is w ith the developm ent 
of atomic energy. The uses of 
atomic energy in the fu tu re in 
m edicine and surgery, in industry, 
in anim al husbandry, in agricul­ 
ture and in botany are so tre ­ 
mendous th at one m arvels at the 
genius of th e atomic scientists. 
But the developm ent of atomic 
energy 
has 
also 
brought 
the 
atom ic bomb, the most devastating 
engine of 
destruction 
th at 
the 
m ind of m an has yet devised. 
It seems to be a case of ac 
cepting the bitter with the sweet 
and today, while the atomic bomb 
threatens the lives and property 
of nations* atomic energy from 
which the bomb came is- the hope 
of the future in many fields. 
Today th e atomic scientists are 
in the position of standing upon 
a high pinnacle looking into in­ 
finity. They have already pierced 
some of the m ysteries th at have 
been 
locked 
in 
the 
rocks 
for 
m illions of years. 
Tomorrow they will see even 
farther. From their ingenuity will 
come benefits which today we can­ 
not 
visualize, 
although 
the 
re ­ 
sults of their work thus far is 
im m easurably valuable. 
The Atomic Bomb 
Because we are hum an and sub­ 
ject to hum an fears, most of us 
today*can hardly see the benefits 
of atomic energy for the atomic 
bomb which blocks our view and 
distorts our perspective. 
This 
is 
not 
unnatural. 
Any 
weapon which threatens mass ex­ 
tinction is to be feared. The thing 
to do is accept the th reat at its 
full value and then proceed to 
devise m eans of protection against 


W hen the first atomic bomb was 
dropped on Hiroshima, m ankind 
was 
gripped with 
fear. 
Did 
it 
m ean the end of the w orld. Did 
it mean th e extinction of nations 
and states? Was there any pos­ 
sibility of defense against it. 
H ysterical w riters told us the 
atom ic rays which em anated from 
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the bomb would poison springs, 
and rivers and lakes for a hun­ 
dred years or more. That is not so. 
They 
told 
us 
that 
mutations 
would result in humans and ani­ 
mals and plants and that the world 
might be peopled with monsters 
as the result of the rays. No such 
thing has happened in Japan and 
scientists 
have 
been 
zealously 
watching human and animal de­ 
velopments since the bomb was 
dropped on Hiroshima and Naga­ 
saki. 
They told us plant life would 
not 
grow, for 
generations 
on 
ground that had been bombed, 
that life in such an area would be 
impossible for years. 
Many of our fears have been 
groundless. This is not to suggest 
that the atomic bomb is not a 
devastating thing. It is, horribly 
so, and such bombs made today 
i-e even deadlier than the orig­ 
inal ones. 
But they are not the all-inclu 
sive weapons of destruction, both 
im m ediately and following th eir 
explosion we have been led to 
believe. 
T here is hope 
founded 
upon 
fact, th at survivors of an atomic 
explosion will be free from ser­ 
ious after effects. Not for those 
in the im m ediate area of devasta­ 
tion perhaps, or w hat is known 
as “ground zero'* but for those 
three, four or m ore miles rem oved 
from the center of the explosion. 
It is for the purpose of allaying 
potential hysteria and presenting 
facts as we have found them from 
the atom ic scientists th at this and 
succeeding articles are being pub- 
lished. 
. 
For these facts we are indebted 
to the Atomic Energy commission 
and the scientists of The Pennsyl­ 
vania State college. 
As a reader we believe they will 
be of value to you. It is suggested 
th at you read them and then save 
them for reference. 
Tomorrow we will discuss the 
events leading up. to the develop­ 
m ent of the bomb and some frag­ 
m entary inform ation upon what 
makes it tick.

inform ation 
can be used, that is, only inform a­ 
tion which has been cleared for 
distribution by the Afonr c Energy 
commission.

This inform ation is locked in 
the minds of the scientists where

Some of th at has been done by 
traitors but there is still much 
inform ation th at is known only to 
scientists banded together in the 
free world.

Over Five Feel 
Of Snow Has Been 
Noted This Winter 
According to the records of U 
S. Weather .Observer B. F. John­ 
son, over five, feet of snow has 
fallen so far this winter, which is 
probably an all-time record for this 
section. 
, .. 
In November, the downfall was 
38.6 inches; in December, it was 
7 8 inches; and in January, it was 
98 inches. 
So far this month, 
over three inches of snow has 
fallen, which would make over 
five feet. 
How nearly this compares with 
the normal amount of snowfall, is 
not definitely known, but a com­ 
parison was made for the three 
month period by checking back on 
the winters of 1933-4 and 1934-5* 
In November of 1933, the snow­ 
fall amounted to 7.4 inches, and in 
November of 1934, it was but 3.3 
inches. 
In December of 
1933, 
there was 6.5 inches and in De­ 
cember of 1934 there was 4.3 
inches. 
In January of 1934. only 
an inch and a half of snow fell, 
and in January of 1935 it amounted 
to 2 7 inches. 
Thus in the winter of 1933 and 
1934, only 15 4 inches of snow fell 
during that three-month period; 
while in 1934 and 1935 it only 
amounted to 10.3 inches. In other 
words, in the winter of 1933 the 
snowfall was only one-fourth of 
what it was this year, and in the 
winter of 1934 it was only one-' 
sixth. To make a further compari­ 
son, more than twice as much snow 
has fallen so far as fell in the two 
previous winters cited.

Catholic Churches Plan 
For Observance Of Lent 


Lent, on« of the most important 
Seasons of the liturgical year, be­ 
gins in the Roman Catholic church 
on Ash Wednesday, February 7. 
With the four Sunds of Lent and 
Passion and Palm Sunday deduct­ 
ed. there are only 3d peotial days 
in the six complete weeks of Lent, 
so that in order to obtain the full 
number of 40 days, the four days 
preceding the first Sunday of Lent 
are added, thereby making the 
Lenten season begin on a Wednes­ 
day. 
Lent In Two Parts 
Lent divided itself into two 
parts. 
The first commences on 
Ash Wednesday and ends on Pas­ 
sion Sunday. 
The second and 
more solemn part extends from 
Passion Sunday until noon of Holy 
Saturday, the end of Lent. These 
two weeks, termed “the great fort­ 
night”, are called Passion Time. 
The many changes in the liturgy 
in Lent senve to show the mind of 
the church that the spirit of pen­ 
ance has become more intense in 
this season. 
The solemnization of marriage 
is forbidden. The liturgical color 
is purple, the sign of penitence. 
Altars remain bare of flowers and 
decorations. Except for the fourth 
Sunday in Lent and before the 
Gloria of the mass on Holy Thurs­ 
day and after the Gloria on Holy 
Saturday, the organ is silent nor 
is any musical accompaniment al­ 
lowed unless necessary to support 
the singing. 
Most pronounced, however, are 
the changes in the celebration of 
the Lenten mass. 
Purple vest­ 
ments are used. 
The Gloria and 
Alleluia are suppressed. 
Special 
prefaces are said, one for the first 
part of Lent, another for Passion 
time. A prayer is added after the 
post-communion oration called the 
“Prayer Over the People”, begin­ 
ning with this call to humility, 
“bow down your heads before 
God”. 
Forty-Day Fast 
That Lent should be a-40-day fast 
teems to have been influenced by 
the Biblical examples of Moses, 
Elias and most particularly our 
Lord. Moses fasted for 40 days on 
Mt. Sinai in the desert, Elias on 
Mt. Horch and our Lord prepared 
for His ministry by fasting 40 days 
In the desert.

and fasting, the severity of the ob­ 
servance of the Lenten fast has 
suffered its changes. 
Regardless of how well one is 
capable to observe the externals 
of the Lenten penance, the spirit 
of Lent still persists to remind 
one of the necessity of penance 
for sin to make effective in the 
sinner Die work of redemption.

All the faithful, unless exempt

bound to observe the fast of Lent 
from Ash Wednesday, inclusive 
Until noon, Holy Saturday.

Lenten letter published by the 
Most Rev. Bishop John F. Dear- 
den, rules of the Lenten season are 
announced: 
Two distinct obligations are met 
hr the church's regulations for 
Lent. 
1. The law of abstinence, bind­ 
ing upon all who have pasted their 
seventh birthdgy, prohibits the use 
of meat and meat soups. 
2. The law of fasting, to be ob­ 
served by all between the ages of 
21 and 59. inclusive, limits the 
quantity of food Which may be 
taken. 
Under the law of fasting 
only one full mCal may be taken in 
the day. either at noon or in the 
evening. 
In addition to this prin­ 
cipal meal, there may be taken a 
light breakfast consisting of a bev­ 
erage and a moderate portion of 
bread; and also a lunch (or supper* 
which rnay not exceed in quantity 
one-fourth of the principal meal. 
Meat may not be eaten at break­ 
fast or lunch. 
A11 the weekdays of Lent are 
days of fasting. On the Mondays. 
Tuesdays. Thursday and Saturdays 
of Lent, except Ember Saturday 
and Easter Saturday until noon, 
meat may be taken at the princi­ 
pal meal. The use of meat is per­ 
mitted also at the principal meal 
on Wednesday of Holy Week. 
The Wednesdays of Lent (ex­ 
cept Wednesday of Holy Week*, all 
Fridays, Ember Saturday and Holy 
Saturday until noon are days of 
abstinence as well as fasting. The 
use of meat is prohibited on these 
days. 
All Catholics unless duly ex­ 
empt are under serious obligation 
to observe the laws of fasting and 
abstinence. 
Those 
who 
suffer 
from ill health or who would be 
unable without great hardship to 
perform their regular duties if 
they fasted, are clearly excused. 
Those who are In doubt about 
their obligation to comply with 
these laws should refer the matter 
to tneir pastors. * 
By virtue of an indult of the 
Holy See. working people engaged 
at hard labor are permitted to eat 
meat once a day on days of ab­ 
stinence throughout the year, ex­ 
cept all Fridays. Ash Wednesday 
and Holy Saturday until noon. 
This dispensation from abstinence 
does not include a dispensation 


from fasting, whore such an obli­ 
gation exists. 
Those 
excused 
or 
dispensed 
from the obligation of fasting or 
abstinence should perform some 
voluntary works of self-denial. The 
time for observing the precept of 
Easter 
communion 
will 
extend 
from the first Sunday of Lent to 
Trinity Sunday. 
Lent is a season of penance. No 
entertainment or social * programs 
may be sponsored by parishes or 
Catholic societies during this time.

Formula For 
Milk Price 
Is Offered 
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PITTSBURGH, Feb. 6.—A for­ 
mula for giving the farmer the in­ 
crease he needs without boosting 
the price of bottled milk to the 
district’s harassed housewives was 
offered on the eve of a Milk Con­ 
trol Commission hearing here by 
a representative of the Keystone 
Mtlk 
Producers 
Association 
of 
Western Pennsylvania. 
H. D. Rickert of Greenville, Pa., 
president of Keystone’s Central 
Board, said today: 
'The mistaken idea is getting 
around that, because we asked for 
this price hearing, we are out to 
gouge the public. If the Milk Con­ 
trol Commission sees its way to 
changing the classification system, 
they could give us all we need to 
operate profitably without increas­ 
ing the cost of bottled milk.” 
According To Use 
Rickert explained that dealers 
pay the farm er for his milk ac­ 
cording to the way they use it. The 
farmer, he said, gets much less 
for the milk used in manufactur­ 
ing ice cream or cheese products 
than for the milk that is resold as 
/ Class I—or bottled—milk. 
Some large dealers who have a 
surplus of milk use ice cream for 
what they call in merchandising a 
“loss 
leader,” 
Rickert said. 
By 
selling a merchant ice cream at a 
ridiculously low price, he explain­ 
ed, they induce him to handle their 
Other products. 
Although a change in the clas­ 
sification system might result in 
a slight price increase in items 
like ice cream, it would be better 
than boosting an essential food­ 
stuff like milk, said Rickert, who 
added: 
“Babies may like ice cream but 
they need milk.” 
Reason For Increase 
Rickert said farmers have asked 
lo r this price increase, because the 
difficulty of making ends meet is 
literally forcing them to sell their 
cows for meat or go out of business 


entirely. A serious shortage of 
supply is developing in the Pitts­ 
burgh milk shed, Rickert warned. 
The Keystone president said the 
fanners have always favored a 
“break” for the consumer on the 
grounds that lower prices mean 
more milk sold. Keystone, he said, 
was one of the original groups 
backing a caah-knd-carry differen­ 
tial. 
Rickert said his organization has 
consistently maintained that too 
much of the public’s milk dollar 
goes to the middle man. 
"Proof of this,” he said, "came 
during the drivers’ strike when 
many farmers jpade out better 
selling milk off the farm at 50 
cents a gallon than they were 
through the dealers."

Of this total 2,252 were wild 
birds and animals, while 5t9 were 
domestic fowl and animals 
For 
wild life rabbits led in auto fa­ 
talities with 1,297. followed by 
oppossums with 490. 
Dogs and cats led the way in fa­ 
talities of domestic animals on 
the highways. 
Two hundred and 
fifty nine cats and 227 dogs were 
killed. 
Other animals and birds that 
ranked high on the fatality list 
were: 
Skunks,

ringneck pheas­ 
ants, 131; woodchucks, 85; rac­ 
coons.

Proposed h Bill 
Before Législature 


HARRISBURG, Feb. 6,—(INS) 
The joint state government com­ 
mission’s btoeprtol for establish­ 
ing a state office of accountant 
general with cabinet rank was be­ 
fore the general assembly today. 
The plan, designed to Improve 
fiscal efficiency ft) the common­ 
wealth, is embodied to legislative 
amendments introduced by Sen­ 
ators Henry J. Pro pert (R) Mont­ 
gomery, and G. Graybill Diehm 
(R) Lancaster. 
The proposals would: 
(1) Take pre-auditing powers 
away from the auditor general and 
leave him with only post-auditing 
jurisdiction. Pre-auditing involves 
approval of transactions before 
they are made, while post-auditing 
entails a check following transac­ 
tions. 
(2) Place pre-auditing powers in 
the hands of an accountant gen­ 
eral who would be appointed by 
the governor. The auditor general 
is an elective post. 
(3) Employ an accrual rather 
than a cash method of accounting 
tn all departments so that finan­ 
cial status will be evident at any 
time and deficit purchasing may 
be avoided. Briefly, an accrual 
system is more up-to-date than a 
cash system and takes more items 
into consideration. 
JSGC spokesmen explained to 
newsmen yesterday that an ac­ 
countant general armed with pre- 
auditing responsibility could "ex­ 
pedite 
administrative 
financial 
policies.” 
By removing the function from 
the auditor general, the spokesmen 
said, he could serve better as a 
"watchdog” over state financial 
transactions because he had no 
part in approving them originally. 
Further, they pointed out, plac­ 
ing pre-auditing in the hands of an 
officer subject to appointment by 
the governor would eliminate the 
possibility of an uncooperative or 
unconvinced auditor general buck­ 
ing administrative purchasing de­ 
sires.

Charges Attempt To 
Stir Up Cowboy 
And Indian War 
' 
WASHINGTON, Feb. 6—(INS)— 
A blackfoot chieftain accused the 
government’s Indian bureau today 
of trying to stir up "an old-fash­ 
ioned cowboy and Indian war" on \ 
his Montana reservation by offer­ 
ing grazing rights without tribal 
consent. 
The war-cry was sounded by 
George Pambrun, chairman of the 
tribal council. He charged that the 
bureau is auctioning off grazing 
rights on the reservation illegally 
because the council has not ap­ 
proved the move. 
Pambrun said in a news state­ 
ment: 
"The Indian bureau is doing its 
best to stir up an old-fashioned 
cowboy and Indiap war on the 
Blackfeet reservation in Montana. 
I predict that the Indian bureau 
will not be successful in its efforts 
to persuade white sheepmen and 
cattlemen to run their stock on 
Indian lands and to ignore Indian 
protests. 
"The Blackfeet council has run 
a series of public advertisements 
in leading Montana newspapers 
warning sheepmen and cattlemen 
to keep their stock off tribal lands 
unless they secure tribal consent.” 
The redskin leader said: 
"Stalin could learn a lot about 
how to run a dictatorship just by 
watching the Indian bureau."

BEAVER SEASON opens in Pennsylvania February 15. However, 
it is not believed any are in Lawrence county. Several years ago one 
made its home in the Neshannock creek, near Second Dam. Regula­ 
tions which cover the 1951 season are as follows: 
Flat-tails may be taken by trapping only. Traps may not be set 
before 7 a.m. on opening day, and must be lifted not later than noon 
on the last day of the season, March 1. 
Beaver trapping ifc limited to residents of the state, with open 
season prevailing in all counties of the state this year, although 


i trapping is not permitted on dams posted by the game commission. 
Traps must not be set on the structure of any beaver dam or 
house, or within 25 feet of the waterline on the structure of either. 
A person may set, tend or operate no more than 10 traps, and 
take no more than two beavers in a single day, or over the entire 
season. 
Trap bags must show above the ice or waterline to permit easy 
identification, and pelts must be sealed within 10 days after the season 
ends, and may not be sold or otherwise disposed of unUl properly 
sealed. 
Pelts should be presented to the game protector in the district 
or county in which the animal was trapped. 


HUNTERS are now permitted to retain the flesh of wild birds 
and animals for 60 days after the season in which it was taken. 
And those who wish to keep game longer can obtain a $1.00 permit 
from a field supervisor or game protector, which authorizes them to 
retain the game flesh for an additional six months. 
Increasing popularity of the deep freeze apparently is responsible 
for the extension. 
Mr. and Mrs. Donald Rich of Hopwood report they heard, loud 
roars and found large footprints in the snow. Neighbors‘dashed to the 
Rich home well-armed and report the basement door of the Rich home 
was open and prints were visible in the snow just outside the door. 
The prints were described as too large for a wildcat. Jim Lucas, 
a trapper, said he believes the prowler may have been a panther. 
Game Protector D. W. Haecox, of Clinton, Pa., says that the recent 
snows indicate the fox population in southwestern Pennsylvania has 
not decreased, and signs on the snow show he is very hungry. 
“They investigate every brush pile, slab pile, old log, abandoned 
building, and groundhog hole la their travels,” Haecox said.

HARRISBURG, Feb. 6— (INS!— 
Speedy passage of bi-partisan leg­ 
islation controlling Civil Defens» 
in Pennsylvania was assured today 
in the General Assembly. 
Barring an 
unforeseen 
hitch. 
Civil Defense laws will be placed 
on the statute books by the end of 
next week. 
Five bills, giving limited power» 
to Gov. John S. Fine and validat­ 
ing the State’s Civil Defense Ad­ 
ministration, were co-sponsored in 
the House by Majority Leader 
Charles C. Smith and Minority 
Leader Hiram G. Andrews. 
Civil Defense was the first item 
attacked by the House when it re­ 
ported for work late yesterday fol­ 
lowing a three-weeks recess. 
The committee on State Govern­ 
ment quickly reported them and 
slated first reading for today. The 
bills must pass two more readings 
and then will go to the Senate 
All the bills skirted any mention 
of appropriations needed to under­ 
write the cost of Civil Defense 
In all, 63 bills were introduced 
in the Senate and 81 in the House.

WASHINGTON. Feb. 6—The Air 
Force admitted today that at least 
one of its fastest and latest opera­ 
tional jet fighters — the North 
American F-86 Sabre—has crashed 
behind Communist lines in Korea 
and is in Red hands for study and 
omparison. 
The admission was contained in 
an air force statement on aircraft 
losses in Korea. The losses have 
been running at an extremely low 
rate, about one-quarter of one per 
cent when compared with the num­ 
ber of missions flown. 
Because the exact number of 
planes in the Far East is a military 
secrei. no percentage comparison 
can be made of aircraft lost to 
those available. 
The Chinese and Korean Com­ 
munists and their Russian allies, 
by studying the crashed F-86 or its 
wreckage, can compare it with its 
Russian counterpart, the MIG-15 
The U. S. has yet to get its hands 
on one of the MIG-l!fs, because 
all the air fighting has been far 
behind the Communist lines and 
most of the destroyed and damaged 
enemy fighters have disappeared 
across the Manchurian border. 
The Air Force and Navy reveal­ 
ed that American lossea since the 
start of the Korean war totalled 
405 planes—223 of them Air Force 
and 182 Navy. 
The losses are about Ya of one 
per cent of the 90,560 Air Force 
and 39,821 Navy missions flown by 
American bomber, fighter, patrol 
and transport pilots.
